PLANT PATENTS 


In view of the large number of 
plants registered under the plant 
patent act in this country during the 
20 years since it was enacted, it is 
surprising to read that the Horticul- 
tural Trades Association, the recog- 
nized association of nurserymen in 
Great Britain, should have voted in 
disfavor of such legislation at its 
recent annual meeting. 

Under the British trade-marks 
act of 1938, anyone can apply for 
a registration to protect the name 
of any horticultural product, but 
that protects only the name of a 
plant variety. The subject was 
brought before the members of the 
association to decide whether they 
desired new legislation such as the 
plant patent act in this country. 

There was general agreement 
that a hybridizer is entitled to 
reward for his work, and the cost 
of producing a new rose was esti- 
mated as amounting to $2,000 or 
$3,000. The statement was made 
that hybridists in Great Britain are 
giving up their efforts, while those 
in France, Germany and America 
are going ahead. 

In spite of such favorable argu- 
ments for a plant patent law, there 
was considerable opinion that the 
goal set was not to be best reached 
by such legislation. After extensive 
debate and presentation of various 
resolutions and amendments, the 
statement which was finally passed 
read, “While this meeting feels that 
the raiser should have adequate re- 
ward for his work, any form of plant 
patents is impracticable.” 








BRINGING THEM BACK 


Every retail nurseryman, or other 
merchant for that matter, has experi- 
enced the loss of customers because 
of their dissatisfaction, real or fan- 
cied. Some customers are hard to 
please, or want more than they are 
willing to pay for. Yet they are few 
as compared with the many buyers 
who are readily satisfied or even 
put up with some displeasure, giv- 
ing the nurseryman the benefit of the 
doubt. So one of the first principles 
of successful retail selling is to bring

buyers back by providing them with 
stock and service that is most sure 
to satisfy. 

Nurserymen of much experience 
can recall seasons of untimely char- 
acter or unusual severity which 
caused losses in customers’ gardens 
that produced dissatisfaction or un- 
certainty as to some types of plants, 
that consequently fell into disrepute 
for a season or two. Heavy losses 
of yews and some other evergreens 
a few seasons back provided an ex- 
ample. Roses fluctuate in favor in 
some northern localities according 
to their comparative success or fail- 
ure. 

The consequences of the weather 
or climate are beyond nurserymen’s 
control. But there are some frequent 
causes of customers’ dissatisfaction 
that are avoidable. To intrigue buy- 
ers with exotic trees and shrubs 
that are not reliably hardy invites 
losses that deters customers from 
other purchases. To _ substitute 
shipped-in stock for that advertised 
as locally grown is similarly risking 
one’s clientele. Digging soil balls so 
small as to carry too small a propor- 
tion of the plants’ roots is courting 
disastrous results. Other such prac- 
tices nurserymen know and should 
not wink at. Misrepresentation and 
misleading practices drive buyers 
away. This is especially true in this 
trade, where the customer cannot 
well judge for himself, as he can a 
piece of hardware, but accepts a 
living plant largely on trust as to 
its future. The obligation to insure 
satisfaction to the buyers of nursery 
stock is the more necessary to bring 
them back again for further pur- 
chases. 


NATURE’S DISPLAYS 


More retail nurserymen could 
make use of the intrinsic merits of 
their merchandise for display to pro- 
mote sales. 

Shrubs of striking autumn colors 
or those carrying bright berries at 
this season are drawing cards when 
they show their brilliant hues at the 
entrance to or in the grounds about 
the nursery office. 

Similarly, colorful flowering 
plants will attract the public in 
spring or summer. And it is worth 
the special effort to set in a con- 
spicuous place those shrubs that 
show their flowers in summer or 
autumn, for then they do not have 
the competition of color in spring, 


and draw greater public interest 

Most nurserymen occasionally 
try out new plants, either following 
their own hobbies or as a matter of 
informing themselves, but these new 
plants, as likely as not, are lined out 
in a private corner of the nursery 
When something is found striking 
and successful, it should be moved 
to a place where it will attract the 
public’s notice. There is usually 
ample room for a display of such 
trees and shrubs about the entrance 
and along the driveway, but too 
often these locations, if they are 
planted properly at all, show only 
common plants with which the pub- 
lic is likely to be well acquainted. 

The object should not be to set 
out a small arboretum, for the nurs- 
eryman seldom has the time or the 
inclination to maintain properly 
such a project. The items planted 
need not be numerous nor so diver- 
sified that they form a hodgepodge. 
The important thing is that some- 
thing striking be presented to the 
public that will be remembered. 
GIFT AIDS HORTICULTURE 

The gardens of a 47-acre estate 
in Mansfield, O., have been donated 
to horticulture and nature study. 
The estate, Kingwood center, is the 
gift of the late Charles Kelly King, 
of the Ohio Brass Co. 

Designed to appeal both to ama- 
teur and professional horticulturists, 
lectures and displays will be offered. 
Advanced research in propagation 
and hybridization will also be car- 
ried on 

Collections of plants have been 
designed to display to gardeners a 
wide range of materials including 
ornamental shrubs and trees well 
suited to central Ohio conditions. 
These will be demonstrated in the 
propagating greenhouse, in the test 
gardens and in the terraced gardens. 

Special displays of garden flowers 
are being planted to display blooms 
from the bulbs of early spring to the 
chrysanthemums in fall. All plants 
will be labeled. Garden clubs may 
hold their flower shows and other 
types of exhibitions at the center. 

Propagation and hybrid research 
are being planned for the future by 
the trustees and the administrative 
board. Also proposed are an arbore- 
tum, a wildflower preserve, a tree 
and shrub research area and a dis- 
play garden. The Kingwood horti- 
cultural program will be directed by 
a full-time horticulturist.

Discuss Soils at 


More than 100 dealers and sales- 
men of fertilizer, lime and farm 
machinery attended the refresher 
course in soil management held Oc- 
tober 7 and 8 in the Stacy-Trent 
hotel, Trenton, N. J., under the 
sponsorship of the extension service 
and soils department of Rutgers 
University. 

Speakers from industry and col- 
lege classrooms and _ laboratories 
covered many topics, according to 
Wallace A. Mitcheltree, extension 
specialist in soils at Rutgers, who 
was coordinator. 

Dr. Arthur M. Smith, chief agri- 
culturist at the Mathieson Chemical 
Corp., speaking on the commercial 
man’s place in promoting good soil 
management, pointed out that 
knowing and promulgating basic 
fundamental facts of soil science 
helps persons engaged in agricul- 
ture and horticulture develop fitted 
recommendations for their own 
peculiar land conditions. He also 
pointed out that it is now possible 
for the fertilizer industry to pro- 
duce nitrogen at a lower cost than 
it can be produced with the aid of 
legumes. 


Lime Aids Soil 


Dr. Fred G. Merkle, professor of 
soil technology, Pennsylvania State 
College, showed by slides and data 
that the proper use of lime grows 
better root systems, which in turn 
develops a much _ stronger soil 
structure and allows a more effi- 
cient entrance of water for bette 
plant growth. 

He showed in detail an elaborate 
experiment in which lime was 
placed in isolated areas of otherwise 
well-mixed soils that were held in 
greenhouse pots. Pictures of the root 
systems that developed in these soils 
showed that roots develop only 
where lime has been placed. 

L. W. Garver, market research 
director of the Massey-Harris Co., 
Racine, Wis., showed a great array 
of machines that can be used in 
good soil management. He pointed 
out that the machinery industry is 
conducting constant research to 
develop better machinery for better 
soil management. He stressed the 
fact that commercial people should 
take an active part in_ helping 
county agents and soil conservation 
district supervisors to develop better 
soil management programs. Mr. 
Garver held that better soil manage- 
ment makes stronger farms, which 
in turn make farmers better able to

buy and pay for the commodities the 
commercial companies offer for 
sale. 

Dr. William L. Garman, professor 
of soils, Cornell University, spoke 
on fitting the crop to the soil. He 
pointed out that many soils have 
great producing potentials if the 
proper crop is used. 

He stated that when crop and soil 
do not match, three things can be 
done: 1. The soil can be altered to 
fit the crop, such as by draining it. 
2. The crop can be fitted to the soil, 
such as by planting wet land crops 
on wet land—a solution which is 
least expensive but may require 
changing the system of farming. 
3. One can disregard either solu- 
tion and take the risk which accom- 
panies doing this. 

Dr. William J. Hanna, of Rut- 
gers, showed that a lime require- 
ment measurement and pH are 
two entirely different things. He 
stated that if a soil contains all 
mineral acids, it can have a pH 
of 1, whereas the same amount of 
organic acids will give the soil a 
pH of 3, yet it will require the 
same amount of lime to move the 
soil in either case to a pH of 7. 
This, he explained, is because pH 
measures only active acidity while 
lime neutralizes total acidity. 

Roy Flannery. soil test servicing

specialist for Gloucester county. 
New Jersey, explained the unique 
soil test servicing that he has devel- 
oped in that county. He pointed out 
that farmers advance $25 each 
year to a county board of agricul- 
ture fund. 

Mr. Flannery then takes the soil 
samples and analyzes them, return- 
ing them to each farmer in person, 
giving him the proper recommenda- 
tions at this time. During the grow- 
ing season he is available for trou- 
ble shooting on all member farms 
Certain set rates for sampling and 
testing are set up and deducted 
from the $25 collected from the 
farmer. 

Mr. Flannery is a member of the 
New Jersey extension service in th 
capacity of a specialist. It is believed 
that this is the only system of this 
particular design operating in the 
United States today. 

Robert E. Warnock, research 
assistant in soils at Rutgers Univer- 
sity, reviewed soil conditioners. He 
stated that while some conditioners 
give rather impressive gains in 
vields, others show rather drastic 
depressions. He was able to show 
also that certain of those that give 
good yield responses may also, unde1 
different weather conditions, give 
vield depressions. 

Dr. George R. Blake, assistant 
professor of soils at Rutgers, ex- 
plained his research _work which

ORNAMENTAL FRUITS 

This is a good time to take inven- 
tory of the best fruiting plants that 
are with us in the fall. I am thinking 
primarily of ornamental and color- 
ful fruits that readily catch the eye 
A garden or shrub border that is 
attractive longer is more enjoyable 
to those who live with it.

Propagation of Oaks 


By Henry T. Skinner 


Director, United States National Arboretum, Washington, D. C 


In considering this subject of 
vegetation in a difficult plant group 
a few general observations concern- 
ing the genus quercus should per- 
haps be first cited for our orienta- 
tion. 

Botanically, the oaks fall in the 
family fagaceae, in which are also 
included both beech and chestnut, 
with their somewhat similar propa- 
gation problems. In a search of the 
literature through upwards of 300 
propagation references to these 
plants, the walnuts, juglans, have 
been included, in that difficulties 
have been experienced here, too, so 
that possible leads to our own prob- 
lem might be discovered. Within the 
genus quercus, three major taxo- 
nomic subdivisions are currently 
recognized: Subgenus I (cyclobala- 
nopsis) with its few evergreen rep- 
resentatives is relatively unimpor- 
tant from our standpoint; subgenus 
II (erythrobalanus) comprises the 
large black oak group including 
willow, shingle, water, black-jack, 
scrub, black, scarlet, pin, red oaks 
and several others, and subgenus III 
(lepidobalanus) includes the white 
oaks of which turkey, cork, holm, 
live, english, white, post, burr, 
chestnut and swamp white oaks are 
among the more familiar. These 
major divisions between black and 
white oaks should certainly be kept 
in mind in considering matters of 
propagation. Rehder’s subdivisions 
of these major groups may at times 
have further significance, especially 
in grafting and matters of stock- 
scion relationships. 

From a_ cytological standpoint, 
the oaks are fortunately simpler than 
many other plant genera. Present 
information, as summarized by 
J. W. Duffield, indicates that the 
basic somatic chromosome count for 
all species is 24 so that at least one 
cause for possible differences in 
behavior or response can be written 
off. 

In matters of propagation, seed- 
age is the simple and _ straightfor- 
ward method, whenever it can be 
used. But this paper is confined to 
vegetative methods, and all of these

become relatively difficult with 
many hardwood trees and with oaks 
and the oak relatives in particular. 
Let us review the kind of results 
that may be expected by employ- 
ment of the usual techniques, not- 
ing where these techniques appar- 
ently succeed or fail and where an 
occasional new avenue of approach 
may possibly lie. 

Until the advent of chemical root- 
ing substances the practical impossi- 
bility of propagating oaks by cut- 
tings was so generally recognized 
that even mention of the method is 
almost wholly lacking in the older 
literature. Bailey’s “Standard Cyclo- 
pedia of Horticulture” is. perhaps 
an exception in stating that “the 
evergreen species are occasionally 
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increased by layers and sometimes 
by cuttings”——-without further 
planation. 

With use of growth substances 
results have continued unpromising 
with cuttings from mature trees as 
especially evidenced by the work of 
G. C. Hutchings and J. A. Larsen 
with white oak and W. S. Flory and 
F. R. Brison with the semievergreen 
Ness hybrids of Q. virginiana and 
Q. lyrata; the latter being almost a 
classic example of negative results 
Of several thousand cuttings sub- 
jected to numerous variations in 
time of taking, type of wood, kind 
and concentration of growth sub- 
stances, propagation media, etc., a 
number developed callus growths, 
and a few, set in February, pro- 
duced roots but not one remained 
alive for longer than two months 
after the cuttings were taken. The

Spruce’s Vigor Amazes Nurseryman 


Robert More, of Glenmore Nurs- 
ery, Denver, Colo., is still seeking 
an explanation. 

He had always believed that a 6-

He has a tree that has caused 
him to wonder. 

This blue spruce, Picea pungens, 
pictured here, is more than 20 feet 
tall today. When he transplanted it 
on Thanksgiving day of 1940, the 


chances that it would live were 
thought to be small. 

While he was seeking a_ blue 
spruce for his summer cabin, Mr. 


More and his wife had gone up the 
Redskin Creek valley, in the Colo- 
rado mountains. The best tree they 
spotted was a 6-footer. Because it 
was a beautifully formed tree, Mr. 
More dug through six inches of 
frozen ground in an attempt to take 
it out, but he found that the tap- 
root went on into solid rock. Afte1 
he had twisted the tree completely 
around several times, he tore the 
tree and two feet of the taproot 
loose, completely without soil. 

Because the ground was frozen, 
he was unable to set the tree into 
soil. Instead he stood it upright on 
the ground, heaped sand 
from the creek bottom around the 
lower trunk until the tree could 
stand alone, and then he left it for 
the winter. 

When Mr. More visited his cabin 
the next spring, he found the tree 
was alive, and its buds were swell- 
ing. He reports that the tree is now 
20 feet high and the most beautiful 
specimen on the grounds.

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Plant Notes Here and There 


When one commences to court a 
primrose, he naturally expects to 
encounter a moody, temperamental 
individual. Uusually, he will not be 
disappointed; certainly he will not 
be if he addresses his attention to 
American members of the family. 
Textbooks may say, as some do, that 
the bird’s-eye primrose, Primula 
farinosa, is easy to cultivate, but 
the gardener is apt to find the read- 
ing easier than the doing, and when 
the statement is extended to include 
all members of the farinosae section, 
it is sheer nonsense, for P. mistassi- 
nica is a little charmer that is to be 
won only by the most consummate 
skill. 

Speaking parenthetically, may | 
insert here, to save the criticism 
and postage of followers of Hortus 
in all nomenclatural matters, that 
my authority for citing P. farinosa 
as applied to an American primrose 
is my much-used copy of Gray’s 
manual, seventh edition, to which | 
turn for the naming of all native 
plants. According to that text, two 
species of the farinosae grow in my 
state (Michigan). Of these, type 
farinosa, which naturally 
along the Great Lakes, is the easier 
to make contented under garden con- 
ditions, requiring little more than a 
moist, spongy limestone soil for its 
comfort. Farrer’s conclusion that 
“the plant thrives best in a sticky, 
heavy loam, kept fairly dry through- 
out the growing season and almost 
incessantly wet throughout the rest- 
ing and sleeping times” (a conclu- 
sion shared by some of his American 
readers) is not borne out by our 
trials of the native manifestation of 
the species. Here both P. farinosa 
and P. mistassinica are always found 
naturally on constantly dripping-wet, 
limestone ledges—conditions we must 
approximate in the garden if we 
hope to succeed with them.

Difficult in Gardens 


Truth compels me to say that I 
never have been able to make P. 
mistassinica permanent under garden 
conditions, though it is not too dif- 
ficult to flower it in pots, and it 
does well in a lath frame where 
moisture conditions are under con- 
trol at all times. The type farinosa 
is one of the few primroses that is a 
consistently easy doer from seeds; 
sO one can experiment as much as 
time permits.

Correspondence with a 
who makes a specialty of Japanese 
anemones brings out an idea which 
I think should be made available 
to other lovers of these fine fall 
bloomers. I quote as follows: 

“In my section Japanese anemones 
usually bloom too late to do much 
good, hard frosts catching the flow- 
ers before they reach their prime. 
We have found, however, that a lit- 
tle manipulation, especially as to 
feeding, will bring them into bloom 
before the middle of September, thus 
giving us at least a month of color 
from them at a time when the garden 
needs color. Our plan is to plant in 
sandy loam (the only kind of soil 
we have) in part shade. The plants 
are fed throughout the growing sea- 
son with pulverized sheep manure 
to which a little bone meal is added, 
and they are never allowed to suffei 


growel 


from lack of moisture. The feeding 
is apparently the factor that brings 
them into bloom in the first and sec- 


ond weeks of September, becauss 
unfertilized plants nearby do not 
ordinarily start production until 


it is so late that we have only a few 


flowers before they are cut down

may be of help. 

Reports that the plant is not hardy 
are apparently based on the habit 
of English gardeners of treating it 
as an annual, starting the seeds into 
growth in early spring (in February, 
according to some reports) so that 
they will have a long season of flow- 
ering. That habit may have been 
based on the requirements of ma- 
terial from the southern part of the 
plant’s range, because plants from 
Mexico would not likely be hardy 
even in the British Isles. On the 
other hand, plants from the northern 
part of its range (it grows naturally 
on the plains from Canada to Mex- 
ico) should be hardy anywhere in 
the United States. 

As it grew here, a height of two 
and one half feet was commonplace. 
That and its summer-blooming habit 
will tell you how useful it could be 
in the garden. 


Draba Ramosissima 


Many years ago (more years than 
I care to remember) I had a ‘draba, 
D. ramosissima, from the mountains 
of North Carolina which I liked so 
well that I was sure it would make 
its way in popular esteem. Recently, 
when looking for a source of supply 
for seeds, it became apparent that 
it was no more plentiful in the trade 
than it was a score of years ago. 
That is not as it should be for the 
good of American horticulture. 

It makes a loose mat of gray-green, 
hairy leaves, which support short ra- 
cemes of pure white flowers for two 
months in early spring. Please note 
that “two months,” for that is a 
long time for any spring-flowering 
plant to perform. It did well here 
in part shade, making it a splendid 
ground cover in the shady rock 
garden. 


Lunaria Munstead Purple 


When Lunaria annua, or L. bien- 
nis, as you prefer, is grown at all, 
it is the large, silvery-white parti- 
titions of the seed vessels, used in 
winter bouquets, which seem to be 
the most attractive part of the plant. 
I suspect that the widespread aver- 
sion to its pink-purple (perhaps 
magenta is nearer the mark) flowers 
is the cause of its neglect. If so, the 
variety Munstead Purple will answer 
that objection. To prove the truth 
of that assertion, try it as a back- 
ground for yellow tulips planted in 
groups. This product of the late 
Gertrude Jekyll’s garden is really an 
acquisition.

While going over a part of the 
garden the past spring at iris time, 
I came upon a planting of Amsonia 
tabernaemontana that I had not 
seen for more than a decade. Grow- 
ing in an almost solid quack grass 
sod in the driest part of the garden, 
the planting gives the lie to the 
often repeated assertion that the 
plant needs a moist soil. The lattet 
opinion is based, no doubt, on the 
statement in the floras that “it grows 
naturally in low ground from Penn- 
sylvania to Missouri and southward.” 
Be that as it may, it not only persists 
in extremely dry soil but also seems 
happy. And it has been perfectly 
hardy under adverse conditions. 

It will grow three feet tall here 
in good soil if given sufficient mois- 
ture, though two feet is usually its 
limit under our garden conditions. 
To me its greatest value lies in its 
pretty, willowlike leaves, but its ter- 
minal panicles of small, light blue 
flowers in June are both pleasing

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


TREE BREEDING 


My fellow nurserymen, on first 
thought, are apt to dismiss _ tree 
breeding as a branch of horticulture 
that is only remotely interesting to 
them. One can readily see the pos- 
sibilities of breeding improvements 
in roses, fruits and shrubs, but it is 
hard to see the same possibilities in 
trees. It is true that, in general, 
results from tree-breeding experi- 
ments are not visible for a genera- 
tion or more. Yet while we, as in- 
dividuals, are unable to set up long- 
range programs to improve trees, 
there are a number of things in ou 
nursery practices that we can do that 
have an accumulative beneficial ef- 
fect. 

It has been my contention, re- 
peated in this column, that the nurs- 
ery industry should play a greatet 
part in reforestation. If you think 
there are no opportunities, let me 
mention a letter received just this 
past year. A large land company, 
owning many thousands of acres, in- 
quired as to the possibility of using 
the Chinese chestnut for timber re- 
forestation. Since the tree is pri- 
marily a nut-producing tree rather 
than a lumber tree, we discouraged 
the idea, but, if the tree had been 
satisfactory, a market for millions 
of seedlings would have been opened 
up. The forest service is endeavor- 
ing to find a Chinese chestnut suit- 
able for timber purposes. We sup- 
plied it with 600 trees in 1952 as 
our contribution to its efforts. 


According to the 1949 yearbook 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture some successful work has 
been done in this country on two 
genera of trees, the pines and the 
poplars. The work done on the pines 
has been to find strains that are 
quicker-growing, have greater cli- 
matic range and are resistant to such 
ailments as the blister rust, and, in 
the case of the turpentine pine, an 
increase in production of naval 
stores is sought. The pine must be 
reproduced from seeds, so that im- 
provement through hybridization and 
selection is slow, but results have 
been ascertainable. The work done 
on the poplar has been largely in 
the direction of producing trees that 
would make rapid growth and hence 
furnish raw materials for greate1 


quantities of paper and veneer. Be- 
cause a selected improvement can be 
readily propagated in great quan- 
tities from hardwood cuttings, prog- 
ress here has been faster. It is not 
necessary that an improvement be 
striking, either, for an increase in 
growth or volume of 10 to 20 per 
cent can make a great difference 
when you are dealing in millions. 
Tree improvement need not be 
confined to timber products alone, 
although I think that phase of the 
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work can be important to nursery- 
men. Tree iraprovement can be car- 
ried on in the ornamental field, too, 
and I think as nurserymen we should 
do it. We cannot carry on scientific 
programs, and I do not think we 
should. It is better for us to try 
selection and hybridization and then 
to sell the resulting trees so that they 
will be planted about the country- 
side, where they can be judged 25 
or 50 years hence. Posterity will 
thank us. 

Some nurserymen do some of thess 
things as a matter of course. I re- 
call that R. L. Holmes, of Jackson 
& Perkins Co., told me it kept 
only the larger seedlings from the 
seedbeds of elms to plant out, dis- 
carding the smaller ones. He said

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better. This would seem to be a 
practice we could all follow in grow- 
ing items of which seeds are plentiful. 
We follow a similar procedure with 
our chestnuts by grading out small 
nuts before planting, and we remove 
some parent trees that might intro- 
duce pollen of small nut trees. 

In one field of tree improvement 
the nurserymen have been leaders, 
and that is in the selection of cer- 
tain types of conifers for their more 
attractive foliage. This has been 
most noticeable in glaucous-leaved 
evergreens among the pines, spruces, 
cedars and firs. Not so much selec- 
tion has been done in the field of 
disease and insect resistance, hardi- 
ness and, most important, shape. I 
think a great deal could be done in 
the field of tree shape or character. 
One of our big needs today is a 
fastigiate tree to take the place of 
the Lombardy poplar. 

The Siebenthaler Co. has an at- 
tractive honey locust that is more 
or less an elm substitute. Inciden- 
tally, considerable selection has been 
done on the honey locust: The 
thorns have been taken off and the 
pods have been taken off one variety 
but put back, with greater sugar con- 
tent, on another so that they can be 
used as livestock feed. Everything 
that can be done to improve trees 
should be done; chances are we will 
not see the results, but those that 
come after us will.

NEW PHOSPHORUS TEST 

A new test has been developed to 
determine whether phosphate ferti- 
lizer will help the crops to be grown 
in a particular soil. It is a chemical 
test which shows how much plant- 
available phosphorus a_ soil con- 
tains and enables scientists to predict 
how crops grown on a given soil are 
likely to respond to added phosphate. 

The new test was developed by 
the agricultural research adminis- 
tration of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture cooperatively 
with the Colorado agricultural ex- 
periment station, by S. R. Olsen, 
C. V. Cole, F. S. Watanabe. and 
L. A. Dean, of the ARA’s bureau of 
plant industry, soils and agricul- 
tural engineering. Most of the work 
was done at Colorado Agricultural 
and Mechanical College, Fort Col- 
lins. The western regional 
research committee aided in 
soring the project. 

Ordinary Baking Soda Used 

Key to the success of the new 
method is the use of ordinary bak- 
ing soda (sodium bicarbonate) in a 
water solution to dissolve the phos- 
phorus from a soil sample. 

This technique is more depend- 
able on a much wider range of soil 
types than previous methods, and 
it is especially valuable for testing 
the neutral and alkaline soils com- 
mon in the west. Reliable determina- 
tions of available phosphorus in 
these formerly difficult to 
make. 

This improved method of deter- 
mining soil phosphorus is now avail- 
able to the country’s soil-testing 
laboratories. The sodium bicarbonate 
test can be made in less than an 
hour and is well suited for routine 
laboratory use. 

The solution of sodium bicarbon- 
ate (NaHCOs) used in the test is 
adjusted to a pH (relative alkalin- 
ity) of 8.5. Choice of this particular

soil and how these reactions affect 
that amount of soil phosphorus 
plants can use. 

From the phosphorus extracted 
by the sodium bicarbonate solution, 
scientists can calculate, in pounds 
per acre, the quantity of phosphoric 
acid (P.O;) that is available to 
plants grown on the soil tested. 

This tells whether adding phos- 
phorus to the soil, in the form of 
fertilizer, will benefit the crop to be 
grown.

Kalopanax Pictus 


Kalopanax pictus is a somewhat 
tropical-looking tree that has been 
given no accepted common name. It 
is a large, upright-spreading tree 
reaching a height of nearly 90 feet 
at maturity. Few specimens have 
been seen that are over 50 feet, how- 
ever. This tree is sparingly branched 
with coarse, stout branches, on 
which short prickles are borne. The 
thorns are most abundant when the 
plant is small; they generally dis- 
appear with age. Kalopanax is a 
member of the Araliaceae or Gin- 
seng family and is closely related to 
acanthopanax and aralia. 

Kalopanax pictus is a native of 
China, Manchuria, Korea’ and 
Japan and was introduced about 
1865. Even though it has been 
known in cultivation for a good 
many years, it has never gained 
much popularity as an ornamental 
tree. It deserves greater attention 
since its general appearance, flowers, 
fruits and foliage are all pleasing. 

The generic name of this plant, 
kalopanax, comes from the Greek 
word kalopanax, meaning hand- 
some and curative. The specific 
name, pictus, means painted. 

The leaves of this tree are large, 
varying from four to 12 inches 
across, and are palmately lobed. 
The leaves have five to seven lobes 
that are long-pointed and toothed. 
The leaves resemble those of the 
sweet gum but are much larger and 
have a longer petiole. They are dark 
green above and lighter beneath; 
they are somewhat pubescent, at 
least when young. They exhibit a 
pleasing reddish fall color. 

The flowers are small and white 
in color and are borne in ball-like 
clusters. Several clusters make up a 
large umbel. The flowers appear in 
July. The fruit is a 2-seeded drupe, 
bluish black in color; it is taken 
readily by birds in early fall. 

Kalopanax should be planted in a 
deep, rich soil and in_ situations 
where there is plenty of moisture. 
Even though the roots are coarse, 
this tree transplants readily. It is 
hardy in zone 4 of Rehder and is 
free from pests. Propagation is by 
seed, which usually do not germi- 
nate until the second year. 

Kalopanax is a handsome tree 
which deserves much more atten- 
tion than has been given it in the 
past. It should be satisfactory as a 
lawn and park tree and should be 
given further trial as a street tree.

Dr. Carleton 
Speaks at Tulsa 
Garden Center 


Dr. R. Milton Carleton, research 
director of Vaughan’s Seed Co., and 
garden science columnist for Better 
Homes & Gardens, addressed the 
Tulsa, Okla., Garden Center on 
October 20 on “What’s New in 
Horticulture?” A large group turned 
out to hear the talk. 

“Gardening is an experiment in 
plant adaptation,” said Dr. Carle- 
ton. We bring plants from all over 
the world, from Africa, South 
America, China and Asia, and try 
to grow them under conditions en- 
tirely different from those they en- 
joy in their native habitats. The 
problem of the scientist has been to 
work out methods for controlling 
plant growth that would enable him 
to adapt these plants to their new 
environment. 

“Although we have made as much 
progress in learning how plants grow 
in the past 20 years as was made in 
all the previous recorded history of 
horticulture, actually the modern 
science of plant growth control goes 
back to 1880, when the senior Dr. 
Wendt was working in Holland. He 
tried to find out why an oat seed- 
ling would bend towards the light 
in a room illuminated only on one 
side. When he extracted the sap 
from normal oat seedlings and ap- 
plied this sap to one growing in 
darkness, he found that the sap 
would cause it to grow more rapidly 
on the treated side. This was the 
first discovery of a plant-control sub- 
stance. 

“Dr. Crocker, of Boyce Thompson 
Institute, helped in the development 
of modern plant science when he 
found that illuminating gas causes 
carnations to go to sleep. One frac- 
tion of that gas, ethylene, proved to 
be a powerful plant-growth stimu- 
lator and out of this came the mod- 
ern rooting hormones.” 


Early Use of Hormones 


Continuing his discussion of prog- 
ress in horticulture, Dr. Carleton 
spoke of the work of Dr. Frank 
Gardner, ef the Beltsville (Md.) ex- 
periment station, who tried hormone 
compounds on apple trees with the 
hope of stimulating them to ripen 
faster. It did not work out that 
way, but the treated trees held 
their fruit on the branches, while 
the control trees had the usual num- 
ber of windfalls. ‘Today we use hor-

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mone sprays to hold the fruit on 
the tree until ripening time. 

Hormones are also used to hold 
buds on greenhouse tomatoes and 
eggplants; strawberries sprayed with 
hormones, when the blossoms are 
opening, will increase their yield. 
Plant hormones have many othe1 
uses but must be rightly used. Too 
much hormone makes a plant curl 
and look unthrifty. 

During the question period Dr. 
Carleton discussed the various 
chemical methods of controlling 
crab grass, their advantages and 
drawbacks and concluded that bio- 
logical control seems to offer a bet- 
ter solution to the problem. Using 
either Merion bluegrass in the north 
or Zoysia in the south would crowd 
out the crab grass and shade its 
seeds so that they would not germi- 
nate. 


Question Period 


Questioned as to soil conditioners, 
he said they were highly efficient 
soil flocculators. However, if one 
can spend only a limited amount of 
money for such items, one might 
be better off with leaf mold and 
peat moss for soil conditioning. 

“Will diseases on plants be killed 
by the heat of decomposition in the 
compost pile?” was another ques- 
tion. Virus diseases will not. he re- 
plied, but other forms of disease 
will be killed. One should put active 
chemicals, such as chemical nitro- 
gen or Vigoro, between layers of 
the compost pile as it is built. Any 
organic material available except 
virus-infected plants can be added. 

Aero Cyanate was recommended 
for weed-free soil. If applied in 
July, it will kill all living matter 
and grass seeds can be sown in Au- 
eust. By reinoculating the soil with 
a culture of Activo, 50 pounds to 
1000 square feet, one can _ restore 
helpful bacteria. 

Another question concerned 
whether watering should be done 
overhead or on the soil. As _ the 
leaves take up water, overhead 
watering gives quicker results. For 
roses, repeated overhead waterings 
tend to keep fungi washed off.

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BLUE ROSE ADS PROTESTED 


Tensions between the National 
Better Business Bureau and the Gar- 
den Guild of America over the guild’s 
radio and newspaper advertising are 
likely to culminate in the bureau’s 
open opposition of the guild’s highly 
advertised claims. 

Che advertising to which the busi- 
ness bureau has taken exception con- 
cerns the “blue rose” and an “8-foot 
living rose fence,” which the mail- 
order firm first advertised in August. 
The St. Louis Better Business Bureau 
protested this advertising, as did bet- 
ter business bureaus all over the 
country where such radio and news- 
paper advertising has been used. 
Quoting one authority, the bureau 
pointed out that “accurately de- 
scribed, the so-called blue rose is a 
shade of blue approaching magenta, 
and as applied to a rose is the worst 
that could be imagined in _ both 
colors.” As far as the living rose 
fence is concerned, it is the common 
multiflora rose, which is being widely 
and extensively promoted by con- 
servation departments for farms to 
take the place of barbwire fences. 
Persons who reply to this type of ad- 
vertising, the bureau stated, desire 
something that will grow fast as well 
as fill an ornamental need in the 
yard. Authorities state that the 
flowers of the multiflora “living 
fence” are relatively inconspicuous 
and not typical of the regular ram- 
bler roses to which most persons are 
accustomed, so that references in the 
advertising to their blooming the 
year around are misleading to the 
public. 


The Garden Guild of America is 
owned and operated by John T. 
Southwell, a vice-president of Smith, 
Hagel & Snyder, a New York agency 
which services the guild’s advertising. 
Mr. Southwell has replied to the 
charges of misleading advertising by 
stating that the description of the 
blue rose in his advertising follows 
that which appears on pages 26 and 
326 of “Modern Roses” (4th edi- 
tion), by J. Horace McFarland, well- 
known rose authority. 


THE Green Thumb Nursery, 
owned by Errol Newton and Dale 
Berquist, recently held its grand 
opening at Canoga Park, Calif.

FLORIDA ENDS QUARANTINE 

The discovery that scaly citrus 
bark is caused by a red spider mite 
readily controlled by standard spray 
schedules has brought about repeal 
of a Florida quarantine against 
movement from nurseries harboring 
scaly bark. The disease, also known 
as nailhead rust or leprosis, was first 
quarantined in the state in 1917. 
Since the mite is susceptible to sul- 
phur, standard citrus sprays have 
been found effective.

CONWAY’S TREASURY 

(Through his two previous books, 
“Flowers, Their Arrangement” and 
“Flowers: East-West,” J. Gregory 
Conway has become known as an 
outstanding exponent of aesthetic 
principles of flower arrangement: 
so his new volume, “Conway’s Treas- 
ury of Flower Arrangements,” just 
published by Alfred A. Knopf, at 
$15, has been awaited with unusual 
interest. It is fully deserved, for 
this handsome book of 350 pages, 
8x10% inches, contains not only 
300 beautifully reproduced photo- 
graphs, 100 of them in full color, 
but also his explanatory comments, 
which are in themselves a mine of 
instruction in the principles and 
practices of his art. 

After a dozen pages of introduc- 
tory comments on the fundamentals 
of flower arrangement, the author 
presents 100 different subjects in 
alphabetical order, from acanthus 
and agapanthus to yucca and zinnia, 
including unusual exotics as well as 
common garden flowers. Usually a 
black and white picture shows the 
subject flower and its foliage, whil 
a companion picture on the same 
page presents the material rear- 
ranged, perhaps with other flowers 
or foliage. These two illustrations 
accompany one large plate of the 
subject with other material, in full 
color, sometimes simple in design, 
sometimes startling and always pro- 
vocative of interest and study. A 
page or more of explanatory text 
accompanies cach subject, so that 
students of the art may understand 
the composition, construction and 
compone nts of each arrangement.

NEW ADVANCE IN 
GROWTH MODIFIERS 

For a long time scientists have 
wondered why plants absorb certain 
compounds more readily than others 
and move them more easily through 
stems and leaves. A newly discov- 
ered growth modifier may help 
explain this mystery in terms of 
compound’s chemical structure. 

Known as MOPA _ (methoxy- 
phenyl acetic acid), the new chemi- 
cal has modified the growth of sev- 
eral plants in preliminary tests by 
J. W. Mitchell and W. H. Preston, 
Jr., of the agricultural research 
administration, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

More significant is the fact that 
this compound causes a gall to form 
at the treated part of a young bean 
stem, followed by a secondary gall 
at the plant tip. MOPA produces 
these galls readily and consistently. 

The importance of the second gall 
became apparent when the experi- 
menters found that a related chemi- 
cal, phenylacetic acid, produces a 
similar primary gall on beans—but 
no secondary gall. Evidently, when 
a certain hydrogen atom of the 
phenylacetic-acid molecule is_re- 
placed by the methoxy group of 
MOPA, we get a compound that the 
plant moves more readily and can 
thus translocate to produce a new 
gall. 

MOPA apparently moves down 
as well as up, as malformed leaves 
were found on side shoots below the 
stem area where the chemical was 
applied. 

Young cucumber and _ sunflower 
plants also responded to MOPA. It 
stopped tip growth but stimulated 
side shoots. This suggests that the 
compound might have value in 
making some plants shorter and 
bushier. On tomatoes, tip growth 
was not affected, but treated plants 
produced 59 times more side growth 
than those untreated. However, 
some malformed leaves developed. 
Corn and barley did not seem to be 
affected. 

MOPA was first made at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland by Wilkins 
Reeve, who furnished the com- 
pound to Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Preston through the National Re- 
search Council. The spectacular re- 
sults with MOPA have encouraged 
Mr. Reeve to synthetize several 
related chemicals for plant trials. 
More than a dozen such compounds 
have already been tested as growth 
modifiers. 

Researchers hope these findings 
will lead to new forms of the agri-

BRUSH KILLERS CAN BE 
PAINTED ON TREES 

Trees several inches in diamete1 
are more easily killed by painting 
on brush killers than by spraying the 
foliage and with much less risk 
of injuring nearby planting from 
drifting spray. 

The newer hormone brush killers 
are designed for use in weak wate 
as foliage sprays or in oil 
solutions for trunk treatment, ac- 
cording to Dr. Otis F. Curtis, of 
the New York state agricultural ex- 
periment station, Geneva, N. Y. 
Mixed with kerosene or fuel oil. 
they can be applied to the lower 
foot of the trunk of the plant to be 
destroyed. 

The great disadvantage of the hor- 
mone brush killers is that the merest 
trace of the chemical can injure on 
kill many crop and garden plants. 
As little as one one-hundredth of 
the normal brush-killing dose can 
seriously damage grapes, tomatoes, 
cabbage and its relatives and vine 
crops. Care must be exercised to 
avoid drift of the spray toward these 
also, sprayers used for apply- 


solutions 


crops, 
ing brush killers should not be used 
for spraying crops. 

To avoid much of this hazard and 
particularly for use on trees 10 feet 
in height or more, a so-called basal 
trunk treatment is 
using oil instead of wate 
of its greater penetrating qualities.

The basal treatment can be made 
at any time of year, and a gallon 
of spray applied by this method will 
go at least 20 times as far as with 
foliage spraying. Smaller equipment 
can also be used, such as a knapsack 
sprayer or even an old paintbrush. 


WINTER TERRACE CARE 
The most carefully built terraces 
are of little value for erosion control 
unless they are given reasonable 
care, according to Harry R. Slay- 
back, extension specialist in soil con- 
servation at Rutgers University. 
Nurserymen who have terraces 
should realize the special importance 
of winter care. Road maintenance 
crews understand this winter prob- 
lem of melted ice and snow, and 
consequently they constantly check 
open waterways to keep them clear 
of blockage and snow. 
Terrace channels will fill up with 
drifted snow. If this is not removed 
a warm rain will cause water to con- 
centrate and break over a terrace 
ridge. Oftentimes this will result 
in gullies being washed in a field.

STORAGE FOR BULBS 


Plastic linings for storage boxes 
will keep bulbs in good condition for 
several months and help insure bet- 
ter year-round supplies of ° Easter 
lilies and similar flowers, N. W. 
Stuart, of the plant industry station 
of the agricultural research adminis- 
tration, United States Department 
of Agriculture, reports that packing 
bulbs with fairly dry peat moss in 
boxes lined with polyethylene film 
largely overcomes danger from too 
much moisture during long-time 
storage. His tests show that bulbs 
kept in the lined boxes maintain 
higher quality and so tend to pro- 
duce more blooms, which more than 
make up for the cost of the plastic.

proves conclusively that traffic in 
potato fields greatly reduces yields. 
He has determined from his experi- 
ments that as long as weeds are con- 
trolled, two cultivations produce 

more potatoes than six or eight. 
Gerow D. Brill, project super- 
visor, bureau of plant industry, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, stated that potatoes grown 
in a rotation with wheat and clover 


yield better than when grown 
continuously without the wheat and 
clover. This is true, he stated, 


either with or without irrigation. 

He further declared that he has 
evidence that’ irrigation water 
should be applied when the soil 
moisture tension arrives at 1.3 
atmosphere and that 1.5 inches of 
water should be applied at this 
time. 

H. F. Perkins, research fellow in 
soils, stated that his work with 
chelated metals showed promise, 
particularly with ecricaceous plants. 

O. E. Anderson, research fellow 
in soils who is working with anhy- 
drous ammonia, stated that nitrifi- 
cation of the applied ammonia 
comes about at somewhat lower soil 
temperatures than previous work 
had indicated. 


Facts on Zinc and Calcium 
Dr. Stephen J. Toth, 


professor of soils, showed by radio- 
autographs that zinc accumulates in 
reproductive tissues of plants and 
must be present for the cell elonga- 
tion necessary in growth. By the 
same method he proved that cal- 
cium is necessary for stiffness in cell 
walls and is therefore absent from 
thin-walled cells that are subject to 
elongation and growth. 

Granville Quakenbush, state soil 
scientist for the soil conservation 
service, and Dr. John C. F. Tedrow, 
associate research specialist in soils, 
conducted an afternoon field session 
showing how the various types of 
land require different management 
practices and different selections of 
crops. 

Dr. Firman E. Bear, chairman of 
the Rutgers soils department, dis- 
cussed soil chemistry and _ plant 
growth. He concluded that with 
present know-how and materials it 
is possible for the world to feed 
many times its present population. 

H. R. Slayback. extension spe- 
cialist in soil conservation; Dr. E. R. 
Purvis, - professor of and 
Richard W. Lippincott, agricultural 
agent, Mercer county, were chair- 
men for the various meetings.

that blend with the small red 
berries of October and November. 
[wo varieties of the willowleaf 
cotoneaster, floccosa and _ rugosa, 
are also obtainable. 

It is difficult to draw the line and 
say that these are the only ones to 
use. Additional suggestions include 
Cotoneaster dielsiana (Diel’s coton- 
caster), Cotoneaster zabeli (cherry- 
berry or zabel cotoneaster), Coton- 
easter francheti (Francheti coton- 
easter) and Cotoneaster multiflora. 

Euonymus kiautchovicus (spread- 
ing euonymus), also listed as E. 
patens, is evergreen except in such 
northern fringes as Long Island, 
and even here in protected areas the 
foliage remains most of the winter. 
The orange-red lobed fruits are 
attractive in October and Novem- 
ber. 


Hollies Are Welcome 


Red-fruited hollies make thei 
entry in this group, and welcome 
they are. Plants bear either male on 
female flowers, not both on_ the 
same plant, which of course means 
the inclusion of both sexes in orde1 
to get fruits on the pistillate (fe- 
male) plants. 

The evergreen Chinese holly 

Ilex cornuta) bears bright red ber- 
ries from October into the winter as 
does its variety Burford holly (Ilex 
cornuta burfordi). The Burford 
holly seems to come in two forms, a 
smaller-leaved upright variety and a 
larger-leaved one with a spreading 
habit. This is sometimes self-fruit- 
ful. A really fine plant is found 
when its bright red fruits are dis- 
played against the rich glossy dark 
green leaves. 

Ilex pernyi (Perny holly) also 
seems to come in two forms. One is 
a fastigiate or upright grower, while 
the other is more bushy. Both have 
red fruits that seem exceedingly 
large because of the small, pointed 
leaves. The fruits are not as persist- 
ent as some hollies. Usually they are 
found only in October and Novem- 
ber. 

There are many large shrubs that 
produce colorful fruits. Heights vary 
from seven or cight feet to as many 
as 15 or more. This group has the 
most entries. 

The viburnum seem to dominat 
this category. The two viburnums 
with the most colorful fruits are the 
tea viburnum Viburnum _ seti- 
gerum) and the linden viburnum

clusters from mid-September to 
about mid-November. (See illustra- 
tion A.) There is a variety form 
with orange fruits known as auran- 
tiacum. The linden viburnum has 
red to purplish-red small fruits from 
late September until January 1 or 
later. (See illustration B.) It has a 
yellow variety, xanthocarpum, that 
is not so prolific. Wright’s viburnum 
(Viburnum wrighti) resembles the 
linden viburnum, but its larger 
fruits are not so persistent, usually 
remaining through September, Oc- 
tober and November. 


Others Having Red Fruits 


Additional red-fruited species in- 
clude Viburnum opulus (European 
cranberry bush) (see illustration C) 
whose broken fruit has a vile odor, 
Viburnum sargenti (Sargent cran- 
berry bush viburnum) and Viburn- 
um trilobum (American cranberry 
bush viburnum All have red 
fruits from September until Decem- 
ber or January, and none has fruits 
with pleasing odors. They shouid be 
kept from paths and walks. Vibur- 


num molle (Kentucky viburnum) 
and Viburnum dentatum (arrow- 
wood viburnum produce — blue 


fruits, but they are not persistent 
long after September. 

The privets, of course, have fruits, 
but they do not appeal to the aver- 
age person since they are blue, and 
it is a dull blue at that. However, 
fruiting branches effective in 
interior fall arrangements. I have 
seen the fruits of Regel’s privet still 
persistent and firm after being inside 
a warm room for three weeks.

The common winterberry or 
black alder (Ilex verticillata), even 
though deciduous and _ dioecious, 


makes an excellent shrub with its

Additional large shrubs with red 


berries include red chokeberry

This statement becomes im- 
portant in relation to the juvenility 
problem discussed by Dr. O’Rourke 
before the Plant Propagators’ Soci- 
ety the past year. Using indoleacectic 
acid at 400 milligrams to a liter on 
February-made cuttings, L. V. Thi- 
mann and A. L. Delisle were able to 
secure 82 per cent rooting of red 
oak. Without auxin treatment the 
rooting was 22 per cent. The wood 
was from 4-year-old trees. Cuttings 
from old trees failed entirely to root 
Using July cuttings and auxin treat- 
ment, D. A. Komissarov secured 56 
per cent rooting of English oak 
eight years old and 34 per cent 
from trees 20 years old. Untreated 
cuttings failed completely. Other 
examples could be cited pointing up 
the desirability of working with 
young stock plants in all attempts 
at cutting propagation. Unfortu- 
nately our printed references are 
seldom complete in telling of the 
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We have had a long 
spell of dry weather and 


a very late frost dig- 
ging is hard and expen- 
sive help is hard to 
secure and the dig- 
ging season is likely to be 
short. 


Many nurseries will lose 
orders that might he 
filled if they owned 
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success of these cuttings after root- 
ing. Such should be investigated, as 
should any possibilities inherent in 
the use of sucker growths, induced 
by pruning, as a _ substitute for 
actual youth of the stock plant. 

It would seem that the propaga- 
tion of oaks by cuttings remains to 
date an undertaking for the experi- 
menter rather than a method to 
be employed with any certainty of 
results. 


Layering 


While a limited amount of layer- 
ing has occasionally been practiced 
with the evergreen oaks as with the 
similarly responsive beeches, for the 
deciduous oak species layering has 
proved almost wholly unsuccessful. 
This comment applies not only to 
conventional methods but also to the 
more modern system of air layering 
employing growth substance treat- 
ments and the use of polythene 
film. Of a number of air layers made 
by myself at the Morris Arboretum 
on unusual species of beech and 
oak in the spring of 1950, none was 
successful in producing any suspi- 
cion of with or without 
growth substance treatments. Simi- 
lar wholly negative results were 
reported by Donald Wyman regard- 
ing 52 air layers made in the spring 
of 1951 and involving Quercus beb- 
biana, bicolor, dentata, falcata, 
marilandica, mongolica, robur, ro- 
bur argenteo-marginata, runcinata, 
stellata and variabilis.

However, to the best of my knowIl- 
edge, potentialities in the cutting- 
like relationship of air layering to 
age of wood and age of parents has 
not yet been fully explored. More 
layers should certainly be tried on 
young Furthermore, in an- 
other difficult genus, the walnuts, 
fair success has been obtained by 
J. B. Hatton at the East Malling 
experiment station by use of 
traditional stooling methods. The 
young growths produced by this 
technique seem much more capable 
formation than top-grown 
shoots.

Layering, then, like cuttings, must 
be classed as a field for further ex- 
perimentation rather than a_pres- 
ently practical technique. 


Budding 


In budding we have a further 
propagation method which is ex- 
cellent for many other woody 
plants but which, with oaks, seems 
to be of indifferent value or wholly 
useless, and not, certainly, for want 
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of testing. Messrs. Flory and Bri- 
son may again be quoted as fur- 
nishing a rather typical example. 
Using T-buds from the Ness hy- 
brids mentioned earlier, these work- 
ers used young seedlings of several 
species as understocks, including 
burr, Chinese, live, overcup, pin, 
post, Spanish, water, willow oaks, 
etc., and on different years inserted 
the buds variously in August, May 
and October. The stocks seemed to 
slip well and after as long as four o1 
five weeks many of the buds were 
plump and green, but apparently 
there was no union. Soon after this 
the bark began curling, and the 
buds dropped. Of 376 buds inserted, 
only one united and produced a tree. 
From personal experience I could 
describe similar results as doubtless 
could most propagators of woody 
plants. While the difficulty cannot 
be explained without discovered 
facts to go on, it would seem, never- 
theless, that it may possibly involve 
a somewhat excessive dormancy in 
the bud, and one wonders whether 
earlier in the spring might not be 
the time to try budding with a 
plant of this sort. 

In patch-budding pecans in the 
southern states there has developed 
a recognized practice of cutting 
previous years’ scion wood while still 
dormant in February or March, 
storing the wood in moist sphagnum 
moss under cool conditions and then 
seasoning it (still in moist moss) at 
a warmer temperature to induce 
slipping of the patch buds at the 
time of outdoor budding in late 
April or May. Mr. Brison found a 
temperature of 80 degrees Fahren- 
heit for a 10-day period to be about 
ideal for the seasoning process. If 
the cambial which take

In describing this particular 
system Mr. Holst places particular 
emphasis upon three things: Loca- 
tion of the basal cut of the scion to 
the bud scale region at the junction 
of the 1 and 2-year-old wood, 
upon removal of the large-budded 
top section of the scion to secure 
growth from the lower, more dor- 
mant buds, and also upon the neces- 
sity for grafting only on quiet, 
cloudy days, the percentage take 
falling off rapidly under conditions 
of sun, wind or rain.

Aver- 
age takes run 60 to 80 per cent with 
this method, although under ideal 
conditions they mav run as high as 
90 or 100 per cent 

Of passing interest is the bud 
grafting of chestnut as described by 
F. Clausen in France in 1881. Cur- 
rent season terminal buds were cut 
to a wedge-shaped base with a small 
piece of wood attached and inserted 
into the cleft terminal bud of a 
ripening young shoot of the under- 
stock on June 24. The bud was tied 
in place and shaded by the bunched- 
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up terminal leaves. Takes were 
apparently good. Bud grafting of 
oaks might be worthy of at least a 
serious trial. 

The relationships of stock and 
scion is of real importance in oaks. 
While considerable latitude some- 
times seems to exist as to which 
species will unite successfully with 
which others, there is accumulating 
evidence that the factor of durabil- 
ity is not necessarily correlated with 
initial take. A century or more ago 
it was found in Europe that chest- 
nut grafted easily on Quercus robur. 
Apart, however, from one tree 
which attained the age of 50 or 60 
years in the Botanic Garden of 
Dijon (and never bore mature 
fruits) apparently few others sur- 
vived the stage at which the slower 
developing stock eventually throt- 
tled the fast-growing chestnut scion. 

Cases have been described by 
W. D. Armstrong and F. R. Brison 
in which Q. virginiana apparently 
united well with Q. stellata, as a 
top-worked stock, made _ rapid 
growth for 16 years only to deterio- 
rate suddenly at the point of union 
and die three years later. Causes for 
the eventually unsatisfactory union 
apparently lay in the slower rate of 
xylem or wood tissue formation by 
the scion, resulting in a break which 
caused a girdling effect temporarily 
compensated for by _ increased 
growth of the scion. 

In our American oaks there is 
ample evidence that, in general, 
species of the black oak group both 
unite and succeed much better with 
species of the same group as under- 
stocks than with any of the white 
oaks and vice versa. 

The oaks are perhaps outstand- 
ing in their ability to demonstrate 
the pathetic limitations of our 
knowledge of the basic scientific 
principles underlying vegetative 
plant propagation.

The Greatest Show Window 


The greatest show window a nurs- 
eryman has, according to Mr. 
Mathews, is the parkway. A nurs- 
eryman should use up all the park- 
ways he has, he advises, filling them 
with displays of blooming plants in 
one bright, continuous advertisement 
from tulip time until the chrysanthe- 
mums bloom. Parkways at the front 
and two sides of the block-long sales 
ground of Mathews’ nursery give 
customers ample time to window- 
shop. 


The one main purpose of plants 
both in the sales grounds and in the 
parkways is to increase sales. Mr.

it possible for customers to pick out 
easily the individual plant they want 
and bring it to one of the salesper- 
sons. 

Flats are also used for many pur- 
poses. Most nurseries sell pansies in 
baskets, with four to six plants to a 
basket, planted in light soil. The roots 
are disturbed when the pansies are 
put into the basket, and they are dis- 
turbed once again when the pansies 
are planted out. At Mathews’ nurs- 
ery pansies are sold in flats contain- 
ing 25 plants in heavy mineral soil 
which does not easily fall from the 
roots during transplanting opera- 
tions. The customer can cut through 
the soil with a knife and lift out and 
plant as few as two or three plants 
a day, if he wishes, and the remain- 
ing pansies will keep in the flat in- 
definitely. 


Simplified Methods 


The third precept guiding the 
nursery’s operations is to seek sim- 
plified methods of operation, short- 
cuts and improvements to cut 
expenses and increase efficiency. A 
typical shortcut involves the matter 
of drawing plans for landscaping. 
Preparing neat, attractive plans 
which will enable prospective cus- 
tomers to visualize the completed 
jobs is a part of the daily routine 
handled by Mr. Mathews and his 
landscape men. The nursery always 
uses the scale of one-fourth inch 
equivalent to one foot, so that a tree 
designated as one inch tall in a land- 
scape plan would call for the plant- 
ing of a 4-foot-tall tree. Since much 
time is consumed in the sketching of 
trees and shrubs and uniformity in 
landscape plans is desirable, Mr. 
Mathews had a set of rubber stamps 
prepared to conform to the regular 
scale. Stamping the trees onto a 
landscape layout facilitates its prep- 
aration, and the standard symbols 
are easily understood by prospects 
as well as by the landscaping crew 
which eventually undertakes actual 
planting.

Walking over the nursery’s 
grounds, one notes many other aids 
to efficiency. A labeled key rack in 
the office is particularly worth not- 
ing for, as Mr. Mathews observes, 
nothing is worse around a large 
nursery than to misplace a key. There 
are keys to storage rooms, ware- 
houses, tool sheds, greenhouses, and 
garages, and misplacing one key may 
mean disruption of an entire morn- 
ing’s work and a delay in the execu- 
tion of several jobs. Employees are 
trained to return keys to the correct 
labeled hook on the rack and, in the 
event that someone does forget, a 
set of duplicates is also kept. 

The use of typewritten directions 
for employees to circumvent their 
having to ask about procedure o1 
await verbal directions; the availa- 
bility of a notebook containing a 
complete price list and description 
of plants in stock, and the use of 
identification labels on stock in the 
nursery’s sales grounds are other 
time, effort and discussion savers. 


Founded 30 Years Ago 


The Mathews’ Nursery & Seed Co. 
was founded 30 years ago at Wina- 
mac, Ind., where it flourished beyond 
the possibilities of its location, build- 
ing a greater quantity of stock than 
could have been consumed in the 
several counties served by the enter- 
prise. During its busy early years. 
the firm’s principles, practices and 
merchandising methods were formu- 
lated. In 1939. the headquarters and 
main sales office of the firm were 
moved to Gary, although its holdings 
at Winamac were retained and are 
planted in stock—mainly Christmas 
trees, an item which I. J. Mathews 
strongly recommends as a nursery 
product. Since relocating, the 
Mathews’ business has doubled and 
is now comprised of 65 per cent cash- 
and-carry sales and 35 per cent land- 
scaping. The nursery’s present visi- 
ble assets include 11 acres of stock 
and three nursery buildings—sales 
offices—together with greenhouses 
and small buildings such as _ tool 
sheds. 

When possible, a building is made 
to serve several purposes. The green- 
house, for example, is first used in 
the spring for seed germination: 
then, it is used as a holding house 
for geraniums and other potted ma- 
terials, and later, simple things are 
propagated in it. It is emphasized 
that only simple propagation is un- 
dertaken. Mr. Mathews holds a con- 
viction that a successful retail nurs- 
eryman cannot be a propagator or a

since the demands of a retail busi- 
ness require too much time. 


Mail Advertising Aids Growth 


Much of the growth of the nurs- 
ery’s business can be attributed to 
the firm’s reputation for reliability 
and friendliness, but such sales 
stimulants as direct mail advertising 
have also been utilized to the fullest 
extent. Service bulletins are mailed 
to prospective customers periodically. 
Glancing at one which discusses the 
merits of various grasses for the Gary 
area, the reader finds this concise, to- 
the-point evaluation of bent grass: 

“A bent grass lawn is the most 
heautiful of all lawns, but bent is 
only for the man who loves his lawn 
more than he loves his wife—it will 
require just as much love, affection, 
attention and petting.” 

This sentence is typical of the 
terse, humorous, informative style of 
the bulletins which deal with numer- 
ous gardening subjects and make 
many new friends for the nursery. 
One bulletin, entitled, ““The Road to 
Good Lawnville,” is suitable for 
mailing in the spring or fall, when 
old lawns are renovated and new 
ones put in. The bulletin recommends 
many products the nursery handles 

from the grass seed itself to lawn 
mowers—and tells how to make 
proper use of the various products. 
They are printed with eye-catching 
headlines in bold type and illustrated 
with pictures of Gary homes land- 
scaped by the firm. 


The Importance of Habit 


Probably one of the most effec- 
tive business builders is habit. Cus- 
tomers come back—not because they 
have tried every other nursery in 
town and found your stock the best 
and your prices the lowest and you 
service the most efficient (although 
these may be the case)—-they come 
back because they have formed a 
habit. When they want fertilizer or 
grass seed, they say, “T’ll take a run 
over to so-and-so’s nursery.” not 
because they have given it much 
thought, but automatically, for hav- 
ing shopped there previously and 
been well treated, they have come 
habitually to associate gardening 
needs with that particular nursery. 

Habit is particularly important as 
far as Mathews’ nursery is con- 
cerned as customers do not come to 
the nursery because it is handy and 
convenient. The highway fronting 
the nursery is not a main artery of 
the city. To go to Mathews’ most 
customers must go out of their way.

who has come to the city and conse- 
quently expect from him great 
friendliness and an_ informality 
which might be out of place in other 
phases of selling. 

He sometimes muses on the buy- 
ing characteristics of various age 
groups and remarks that what a cus- 
tomer buys is an index to his age. 
Generally speaking, when customers 
are between 40 and 45 years of age, 
he has observed, they want to get 
away from planting annuals and buy 
perennials. 

Although not a main artery of 
Gary, Route 6 is a transcontinental 
highway and some trade is attracted 
from the passers-by. To cater to this 
trade and increase it to the fullest 
extent, displays at the front of the 
nursery in view of the highway are 
changed every seven days. Many of 
the people who go past, and particu- 
larly those who stop frequently, are 
on their way to summer homes. They 
go past about once a week, on week 
ends, and, if they see something dif- 
ferent displayed, are likely to stop 
but otherwise go past. 


Few Transient Customers 
Mr. Mathews estimates that 98 pe 
cent of his trade regula 


2 per cent is transient. 


consists of 
customers: 
“In spite of all that has been said 
and written on the subject,” he con- 
tends, “I do not consider the 
continental highway a good source 
of business. Cars are going too fast 
to stop. By the time people have 
noticed your nursery they are several 
blocks away. I cannot consider the 
highway a primary factor in the 
growth of a nursery’s business.”

experience over 30 
has given I. J. Mathews an 
awareness of the influence of 
location on the growth of a nursery, 
as well as on the nature of its stock 
and landscaping. One cannot succeed 
beyond the possibilities of one’s clien- 
tele, and when his advice is sought 
by young nurserymen, he tells them 
to consider with great care the mat- 
ter of choosing their nursery’s loca- 
tion. One medium-size city he men- 
tioned as having 20,000 families that 
live in houses that cost $25,000 o1 
more. A nurseryman in such a city 
serves a moneyed clientele and ac- 
cordingly can expect to receive large1 
returns from his efforts than a nurs- 
eryman in a mill town. 

But limitations can be turned into 
challenges, and Mr. Mathews de- 
fines success as “doing the best with 
what there is to do with.” 

By this definition his 
enjoying the utmost success 
any other definition as well.
